Council Gives 2 
Executive Staff 
Salary Increases 

In less than two months 
after the adoption of the 
current Budget or "Program 
of Services” the City Coun¬ 
cil at its regular meeting of 
Tuesday, October 28, found 
it necessary to increase the 
salaries of two of its execu¬ 
tive staff. 

Effective immediately by 
Resolution No. 69-74, Chief 
of Police James Zurcher was 
given' the annual salary of 
$16,848, and City Adminis¬ 
trator Norman Boehm was 
given an annual salary of 
$19,200. This was an in¬ 
crease from $14,448 and 
$16,800 respectively. 

In advertising for prospec¬ 
tive men to take over the 
Director of Public Works it 
was found' that to secure a 
man capable of cioi.ng the 
work, a much higher salary 
was necessary than prev¬ 
iously paid. When it was 
considered that this salary 
came close to or overran, 
that paid to men of higher 
calibre of the City Execu¬ 
tive Staff, it was nece.ssary 
to i.ncrease the two above 
mentioned.

Water District, is opposing 
the annexation, as is attor¬ 
ney Emmett Tompkins, le¬ 
gal counsel for our District 
from its formation in 1959 
to his resignation September 
first of this year.

Mr. Edmond Wagner, former Councilman of the City 
of Sierra Madre, has made a complete comparative 
analysis of tlie costs to the San Gabriel Valley Muni¬ 
cipal Water District (SGVMWD) if it remains inde¬ 
pendent under its existing water contract with the 
State of Cailfornia and if it annexes to the Metro¬ 
politan Water District of Southern California (MW'D). 
Mr. Wagner has shown me all his work sheets, pro¬ 
vided me with copies of them, and answered my 
questions about the several basic factors and as¬ 
sumptions upon which he based his analysis. 

In my opinion Mr. Wagner’s cost analysis is compre¬ 
hensive, unbiased, and of thoroughly professional 
caliber. It provides a complete analysis year by year 
from 1970 tlirough 2035 of all costs to the SGVMWD 
if it remains independent and if it annexes to MWD. 
Mr. Wagner’s analysis shows that by remaining in¬ 
dependent of MWD the SGVMWD can conduct its 
operations so that a total saving of about $28 mil¬ 
lion is achieved. His analysis also shows that SGV¬ 
MWD, operating independently, can meet all its obli¬ 
gations every year using property tax rates slightly 
lower than the tax rates which would occur under 
annexation to MWD. 

The water engineering consulting firm of Leeds, Hill 
and Jewett made several similar comparative cost 
analyses for SGVMWD in the past. These also showed 
that SGVMWD could save money by remaining in¬ 
dependent of MWD. Mr. Wagner’s analysis takes into 
account the various changes and refinements of cost 
factors which have occurred since the last previous 
Leeds, Hill and Jewett cost analysis. Thus, over the 
years since SGVMWD was formed in 1959, several 
comprehensive cost analyses have consistently shown 
that SGVMWD can save money by remaining inde¬ 
pendent of MWD, even though many of the detailed 
cost figures within these analyses have changed over 
the years. 

The reason that the saving in total cost remains 
when the detailed cost figures changes is that changes 
in basic factors such as bond interest rates, rates of 
escalation of construction costs, rates of increase of 
assessed valuation, estimates of future water require¬ 
ments, etc., affect costs nearly the same way under 
annexation to MWD as remaining independent. 

There is, in my opinion, a basic reason for the higher 
cost under annexation to MWD, which remains the 
same whatever changes in bond interest rates, etc. 
may occur from time to time. The basic reason is 
that the State of California lost the suit concerning 
Colorado River water rights brought by the State 
of Arizona in the Supreme Court of the United States. 
The net result of that Supreme Court decision is that 
MWD’s right to Colorado River water is only 550,000 
acre feet per year where — as its Colorado River 
Aqueduct is built to handle 1,200,000 acre feet per 
year. This assumes that the total flow of the river 
is equal to the long time average of 15,000,000 acre 
feet per year. In years of below average river flow 
MWD’s right is even less than 550,000 acre feet. In 
view of this loss of rights to Colorado River water 
MWD increased its contract with the State for Feather 


River water by about 500,000 acre feet per year (from 
1,500,000 acre feet per year before the Supreme Court 
decision to about 2,000,000 acre feet per year after 
the decision). Thus MWD must meet all the costs 
associated with the additional 500,000 acre feet per 
year of State Project water in addition to completing 
payment of all costs of the existing Colorado River 
Aqueduct. 

MWD’s policy is that any area which annexes to 
MWD must pay all the taxes which MWD would 
have levied on that area if it had been within MWD 
ever since MWD was established. The area must also 
pay intrest on those back taxes of MWD as if it had 
borrowed the amount of the total tax in each prior 
year. Furthermore, if an annexing area wishes to 
finance these back taxes and prior year interest 
charges into the future, rather than paying cash at 
the time af annexation, further future interest charges 
are added. The total of these costs to the annexing 
area is called the MWD annexation charge. 

The existence of the annexation charge means, in 
effect, that an area which annexes to MWD must 
pay its proportionate share of the costs of the Colo¬ 
rado River Aqueduct in addition to its proportionate 
share of all future MWD costs. Thus an annexing 
area pays its share of the cost of an aqueduct which 
is less than one-half effective. This is the basic rea¬ 
son that it will cost the people within SGVMWD more 
if SGVMWD annexes to MWD than if it remaiirs 
independent. 

There are two additional advantages, over and above 
the question of cost, to be gained if SGVMWD remains 
independent of MWD. The first is higher quality water. 
An independent SGVMWD would bring only liigli 
quality northern California water to our area. MWD 
would provide, for some indefinite period of time, 
Colorado River water having two to three times as 
much total dissolved solids (salts) as northern Cali¬ 
fornia water. 

The second advantage, over and above to the cost 
advantage, of having SGVMWD remain indepen¬ 
dent of MWD is that the people within the SGVMWD 
area will retain a much greater degree of control over 
their own problems of supplemental water supply. 
An independent SGVMWD deals directly with the De¬ 
partment of Water Resources of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia regarding its supplemental water supply. An¬ 
nexation to MWD would mean that SGVMWD could 
not deal directly with the State regarding its sup¬ 
plemental water supply. 

Thus, to summarize, the people within the boun¬ 
daries of SGVMWD gain three advantages by re¬ 
maining independent of MWD, namely: 

1. Lower cost. 

2. Higher quality water. 

3. Greater control of their own affairs. 

For these reasons I hope that the proposal that 
SGVMWD be annexed to MWD will be defeated at 
the special water district election to be held on 
November 4, 1969.

After many years of careful, serious and dedicated 
study of the long range, future water needs of Sierra 
Madre, It is th.e unanimous opin,io,n' of the Sierra 
Madre City Council and City Staff that the best 
source of supplemental water for Sierra Madre and 
the members of the four city water district lies in 
membership in the Metropolitan Water District.

'This is the same plan as would 
be followed under the State plan but in this case it 
is the 5th possibility and not the only possibility as 
it would be in the State plan. 


Every group studying the water problem has agreed 
that the long range growth and development of this 
area depen,ds on an assured water supply. We may 
have sufficient water for this year and next from 
heavy winter rains, but the recent seventeen year 
drought condition brought home very forcefully that 
imported water is an absolute necessity. 


FLEXIBILITY. U.nder the State plan there is only one 
source, so there is no flexibility. Under MWD any of 
the five plans OR A COMBINATION of several plans 
could be used. A choice of sources could be made to 
start with and as conditions changed, the sources 
could be changed or different combinations .used'.

Sierra Madre can obtain their supplemental water 
from one of two sources: (1) directly from the State 
Water development or (2) as a member of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Water District (MWD). 

In the following paragraphs the two methods will be 
compared in a fair, factual and concise manner. The 
facts have led to the conclusion that the MWD 
source is best, cheapest and safest for both the short 
and long run. 

COST. Under the State .plan for the next ten to fif¬ 
teen years, until there was a build up of local water 
usage, the cost of the State contract, District water 
line. District operation and all local development 
would need to be paid by .pfoperty taxes since there 
would be little or no water sold. During this time the 
tax rate for the State plan would reach 61 cents per 
hundred, while the tax rate for membership in MWD 
would be 34 cents, a difference of 27 cents. 


Under the State plan a poor choice cannot be changed 
or supplemented since there is no second source or 
alternatives available. 


COMMUNITY COOPERATION. The entire San Gabriel 
Valley has a need for supplemen.tal water. Solving 
everyone’s problems in a sensible, equitable way, 
which will allow the continued growth and develop¬ 
ment of the San Gabriel Valley will be difficlt 
enough with everyone cooperating and pulling to¬ 
gether. 


If we spend our time fightin.g over sources and going 
to court on rights, all our energy and money will go 
into the fight and there won’t be any left for de¬ 
velopment. 


CONSTRUiCnON AND OPERATIONS COSTS. Under 
the State plan there would need to be a 37 mite water 
pipeline built from Azusa to San Bernardino. This 
line was estimated at $14,000,!)00 two years aga. Con¬ 
struction costs rose 17 per ccint last year and before 
the line is built inflation will have increased the 
cost for another year or two.

In the long run forty to sixty-five years the costs 
could approach the same amount but only if tne 
water usage would be extremely heavy. This is true 
because un,der the State plan the maximum are the 
fixed construction costs which must be met even 
if no water is used, white under the MWD plan the 
construction costs are lower and' the water pur¬ 
chased can be determined eeich year de,pending on 
rainfall and other conditions. In other words the 
State plan is only economical if we take the maxi¬ 
mum amount of water, while MWD is most econo¬ 
mical for all amount from the minimum up to the 
maximum.

A bond issue to build the pipeline must be passed by 
a 67% vote, the bond's must be sold to a bon'd com¬ 
pany (with the present 6 % legal limit on interest 
the bond companies aren’t even, interested) and a 
6 % or hig'her interest will be paid for the life of 
the bonds.

Room At the Top 

Some of the nation’s students are burning away at 
the books instead of the campus buildings these days, 
with the expectation of a bright reward for doing so. 

These are the students taking advanced degrees at 
graduate business schools, such as Harvard, University 
of Chicago, University of Pennsylvania and Stanford, 
who are the subject of intense competition from cor¬ 
porate recruiters. 

The result has been a massive escalation in starting 
salaries for students receiving a Master’s degree in 
Business Administration. They draw up to $1500 a month 
or $18,000 a year for the top students, and average $1082 
a month. 

Despite the high cost and long hours of study in¬ 
volved in these special courses, that is a long way from 
starting at the bottom. In fact, according to Arthur J. 
Letcher, placement director at Pennsylvania U., the 
only thing that is starting at the bottom is beginning 
salaries. 

The salaries received by this year’s crop of students 
are up 12 per cent over last year and 25 per cent over 
two years ago, and he anticipates talented MBA gradu¬ 
ates being lured with starting salaries of $1600 or $1700 
a month in the near future. 

It comes don to the fact that if one is programmed 
to produce, the system still can provide rich returns for 
services on a basis of merit. But don’t feel badly if you 
are over 30 and still earning less than $18,000. Haven’t 
the kids always told you they know more than you? 

Candidates On Camera 

The National Committee for an Effective Congress 
seems bent on defeating its own aims with a very silly 
bill, just introduced to the House, which would cut the 
cost of campaign TV spots and limit their number. 

The bill is silly because, to be logical. If you cut 
'TV time — and cost — for candidates you should also 
cut every other source of exposure such as mailing 
houses, billboards and (heaven forbid) newspapers. 

The record is clear that the politician who is an 
adept campaigner is likely to be adept at moving his 
legislation in the direction he wants it to go — which 
is the very thing he is elected to do, and is surely in 
line with the aims of the Committee. 

The bill aims at reducing TV rates for Senate and 
House candidates to 30 per cent of standard rates for 
one-minute spots and 20 per cent for half an hour. The 
number of spots and programs a candidate could buy 
would bo restricted and all 'TV campaigning would be 
confined to five weeks before election day. 

What would be left would be the dull “candidates 
forum’’ tyiie of television coverage of campaigns which 
nobody watches anyway except the candidates’ wives 
and supporters. 

This is probably just another go at the favorite 
off-year sport of attempting to reduce campaign expen¬ 
ditures, which may not be undesirable in itself but is 
no real substitute for realistic and enforceable treat¬ 
ment of campaign contributions at all levels of govern¬ 
ment. 

One Pocket To Another 

An imaginative new proposal to put California pub¬ 
lic school financing beyond politics has been outlined by 
Jack D. Rees, executive secretary of the California Teach¬ 
ers Association. 

’fhe proposal calls for a CTA-siwnsored initiative on 
the state ballot to split public school costs 50-50 between 
the state and the local property taxpayer — an arrange¬ 
ment that could at last give the long-suffering property 
taxpayer meaningful tax relief. 

Rees says the campaign will not be undertaken with¬ 
out massive support from CTA members — who num¬ 
ber 170,000 in 700 chapters. 

Historically in California it has been generally ac¬ 
cepted that the state should pay 50 percent of the cost 
of education with the other 50 per cen being paid by 
local school disrict residents. This fact was inherent in 
the Riiey-Stewart Act passed in the early 1930’s. 

Historically, too, with all budget pressures existent, 
the state seldom pays 50 per cent of the cost of educa¬ 
tion and the burden for school costs gets shifted over 
to local property taxpayers in a sum disproportionate to 
the original thesis. State Controller Hugh Flournoy points 
out that the state, at this moment, is only paying 36.5 
per cent of the school bill, local taxpayers are ponying 
up 57 per cent, and the federal government a little over 
six per cent. 

Acknowledging that the whole undertaking will be 
a “monumental task,” Rees says he anticipates that teach¬ 
ers and friends of public education will respond with 
overwhelming support. 

Massive support is needed, Rees says, because “we are 
not interested in an exercise in futility.” It seems that 
given the support, CTA should win. 

A long-term answer to the problem of school finan¬ 
cing in California is not only needed but long overdue. 
In Rees’ phrase, public education in California has been 
for too long “an annual political football in Sacramento.” 

To put state school financing on an even keel would 
also have the benefit through the Rees proposal of taking 
some $400 million a year off the bowed backs of the 
protesting property taxpayers, who now contribute that 
57 per cent of the cost of the school bill. 


SENSING THE NEWS 

AROUND THE U. S. CAPITOL 


Shades of ’29! 


October and November 
constitute a time of testing 
in the United States. Power¬ 
ful forces are arrayed' 
against America, trying to 
weaken the country at home 
and abroad. 

This week’s so-called Viet¬ 
nam Moratorium and other 
V i e t n i k demonstrations 
planned this month and 
.next have as their real ob¬ 
jective not simply the im¬ 
mediate withdrawal of U.S.

First of all, the planners 
of the Vietnam Moratorium 
—the sto.ppage of school and 
college classes — aim at 
applying such intense pres¬ 
sure on President Nixon that 
he will immediately order 
all U.S. troops out of Viet¬ 
nam, thereby assuring vic¬ 
tory for the Viet Cong and 
the Hanoi regime. The com¬ 
munists have been unable 
to win on the battefield, but 
believe they can confuse 
and trick Americans into ac¬ 
cepting a peace that 
amounts to victory for com¬ 
munism in Asia. 

Beyond that, the commu¬ 
nists, communist splinter 
groups and assorted revolu¬ 
tionaries such as the Black 
Panthers and the SDS hope 
to shatter the morale and 
unity of the American 
people and lay the ground¬ 
work for a real revolution 
inside the United States. 

Fortunately, only a minor¬ 
ity of Americans support 
leftist causes. But this mi¬ 
nority is loud and militant. 
Moreover, it is superbly or¬ 
ganized for propaganda and 
has succeeded in enlisting 
the support of numerous 
dupes who mistakenly think 
they are promoting “peace” 
when they join in the Viet¬ 
nam Moratorium and simi¬ 
lar protests. A hard core of 
radicals and New Left sup¬ 
porters in Congress, such as 
Reps. Allard K. Lowenstein 
and Shirley Chisolm of New 
York, have managed to at¬ 
tract tremendous coverage 
from the liberal news me¬ 
dia.

That this is a time of 
testing also is revealed in 
the Senate hearings on the 
nomination of Federal Ap¬ 
peals Court Judge Clement 
Haynsworth to the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court. Not in a gen- 
eratio,n has any nominee for 
a court .post been subjected 
to the kind of smear cam¬ 
paign directed at Judge 
Haynsworth. 

The liberals and left¬ 
wingers are i.n a frenzy be¬ 
cause someone who isn’t a 
partisan, of social revolution 
has been .nominated for the 
Supreme Court. They can’t 
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make a case against Clem¬ 
ent Haynsworth, who is re¬ 
garded by those familiar 
with his record as a quiet, 
distinguished judge of high 
ability. But the AFL-CIO, 
the NAACP, Americans for 
Democratic Action and oth¬ 
er liberal groups don’t hesi¬ 
tate to distort the judge’s 
record or spread ugly per¬ 
sonal rumors in, an attempt 
to prevent his confirmation.

as Thurgood Marshall of the 
NAACP and Arthur Gold¬ 
berg of the AFL-CIO, men 
with real conflict of interest 
problems Insofar as unions 
and protest groups are con¬ 
cerned. 

Now the .power brokers of 
the liberal community want 
to go on exercising their 
veto during the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration. ’They want to 
bar from the court any man 
who will be a truly, fair- 
minded jurist. 

’The Senate, therefore, is 
being tested. ’The final vote 
on confirmation of Judge 
Haynsworth will tell if 
it has the integrity and in¬ 
dependence to reject the lib¬ 
erals’ i.nsistence on veto 
powers or whether it will 
abdicate to the union and 
minority group special In¬ 
terests.
